Speech-of Head of United Mine 
Workers Broadcast by Ra- 
dio From New York. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—Speaking 
on a Republican national program 
from New York last 


night, John L. Lewis, president of 
the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, declared that “‘Aside from the 
maintenance of the protective tar- | 
iff system, and other established | 
policies of the Republican party, 
certain unprecedented conditions 
exist in America today which ren- 
der it absolutely imperative, both 
from the standpoint of organized 
labor, as well as business and in- 
dustry, that Herbert Hoover should 
be selected as the next President 
of the United States.” 

“We are in the midst of a new 
industrial revolution which has 
become the marvel of the civilized 
world,”” he continued. “The as- 
tounding basis or procedure un- 
derlying this new development has 
been that prices should be lowered 
to the consumer, reasonable mar- 
gins of profits maintained for the 
producer, and, at the same time, 
the wages of labor should be in- 
determinately increased in accord- 
ance with the principle of in- 
creased productive efficiency. The

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The election of just a century ago hoids 
some interesting lessons for those who con- 
sider education and social prestige impor- 
tant issues in this campaign. The candi- 
dates of 13828 were John Quincy Adams 
and Andrew Jackson. Adams was a son of 
the second President of the United States, 
a member of one of the most distinguished 
families in American history: like his fa- 
ther, he was educated at Harvard: he had 
presided over the American ilegations at St. 
Petersburg and London: he had been head 
of the American commission which nego- 
tiated peace with Great Britain in 1814: he 
had serwed as Secretary of State ur’ r 
President Monroe, and one term as Presi- 
dent in his own right. Jagkson was an 
uneducated, lawless, radical frontiersman— 
hard-drinking, hard-swearing, and quick- 
shooting. He was siovenly in his appear- 
ance; his political experience had been 
marked principally by military violence: he 
knew nothing about yp affairs; he had 
killed a man in a duel, and had participat- 
ed in unseemly th sierra he was supported 
by Tammany Hall and the “rabbie” gen- 
erally, his wife smoked a corn-cob pipe 
and was accused of having had illicit reia- 
tions with Jackson before their marriage. 
Here the issue was sharply drawn. Every 
former President, except Washington, had 
been college-trained: it was Proposed to

Lincoln came from the humblest 
of surroundings; he rosé to greatness fron 
the dirt floor of a log cabin: for a long 
time he earned his living with “a hand 
and was none too successful at his sub- 
Sequent professions of st erenecper and law- 
yer; hen asked for material for a m- 
paign biography he said truthfully that it 
wou'd be nothing but ‘“‘the short and sim- 
pie annals of tle eel Like Al Smith, he 
had es histrionic bilities and sometimes 
played the clown: ype he was considered 
to lack the dignity essential, in the minds of 
some, to high office. Although he was re- 
ligious, he never joined a church and could 
not formally be called a Ch rutiae; 20 of 
the 23 clergymen in Springfield, his home 
town, were opposed in 1869 to putting any 
such man in the White House. and ala neoin 
himself said that most of the church-mem- 
bers of his community were going | to cast 
their votes elsewhere. Lincoln's persona! 
appearance was far from reassuring: hi: 
dress was slovenly and unconventional: an 
English diarist said that he was “not what 
is called a ‘gentleman.’ ” 

Like Smith, then, Lincoln was considered 
by his contemporaries of the upper classes 
to be socially and politically unsuite 
the White House. He, too. was the 
of an extensive “w whispering campaign 
wife was gears @ smali-town belle 
ly unfit to be “first lady of the lane” 
phen A. Deugias’ wife was of the Southern 
aristocracy.
